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Historical Note 


The Ontario Legislative Library is the lineal descendant of the parliamentary 
libraries of Upper Canada (1792-1841) and of the United Province of Canada 
(1841-1867). Since Confederation, it has been administered successively by the 
Speaker (1867-1921), by the Minister of Education (1921-1964), by the 
Provincial Secretary (1964-1972), and by the Minister of Government Services 
(1972-1976). On 1 April 1976, the Legislative Library became a division of the 
Office of the Assembly under the authority of the Speaker. On 1 September 
1978, a Director of the Legislative Library was appointed; on 3 September 
1985, the title was changed to Executive Director by authority of the Speaker. 


The Goal of the Library 


The goal of the Legislative Library is to provide information, reference and 
research services to meet the needs of the Members of the Legislative 
Assembly, their staff and senior officers of the Assembly. The Library strives 
to achieve this goal by selecting, acquiring, cataloguing and servicing the 
appropriate books, periodicals, newspapers, government publications, reports, 
microforms, press clippings and other materials, and by accessing relevant 
computer databases in order to provide the information necessary for MPPs to 
carry out their legislative responsibilities in the most effective and efficient 


manner.

131. (a) The management of the Library, including regulation of admission, 
Library hours, and security and preservation of the collection, is the 
responsibility of the Executive Director of Legislative Library, subject to such 
special orders as he may receive from the House, and the Executive Director 


shall make an annual report to the House. 


(b) A catalogue of the books belonging to the Library shall be kept and 


the reports thereon included in the Executive Director's annual report.

Introduction 


The year under review includes the 2nd 
session of the 33rd Parliament of Ontario 
which began 22 April 1986 and ended 12 
February 1987. In addition to carrying on 
their regular responsibilities, senior staff 
members of the Legislative Library were 
heavily involved during the year in four 
major Assembly—wide projects: planning 
the implementation of French language 
services; developing a global strategic plan 
for information systems; projecting short— 
and long-term space requirements; and 
implementing new budgetary procedures. 
A survey of Library use by MPPs revealed 
that all 125 Members had used the Library 
at least once during the year and other 
Statistics indicate that the Library's 
services once again were in_ record 
demand. These and other developments 
are described in detail in this report. 


French Language Service 


One of the major pieces of legislation 
dealt with by the Legislative Assembly 
was Bill 8, An Act to Provide for French 
Language Services in the Government of 
Ontario, which was introduced on 1 May 
1986 and received royal assent on 18 
November 1986. The French Language 
Services Act, 1986, guarantees to ll 
persons and corporate entities the right to 
communicate with the government and to 


receive services in French. This 


guarantee is to come into effect three 
years after the Act received royal assent, 
i.e., 18 November 1989, and applies to the 
head offices of all ministries, agencies, 
boards and commissions, and to 
institutions of the Legislature, including 
the Legislative Library. In order to assist 
in the formulation and implementation of 
plans for the provision of French language 
service in the Legislative Library and to 
monitor the effective delivery of services 
in French, the Executive Director 
designated his Executive Assistant, Wyley 
L. Powell, as Coordinator of French 


Language Services. 


The Legislative Library has long offered 
its users a variety of materials as well as 
some services in French. For the past 
several years there has been a collection 
development policy in place to provide for 
the systematic building up of the Library's 
French language materials. At present, 
these include all Ontario government 
publications, such as statutes, published in 
French as well as French language or 
bilingual editions of all Canadian federal 
government publications issued as part of 
the federal depository publications 
program. The Library also receives many 
Quebec government publications, including 
debates, statutes and regulations, and 
subscribes to a number of important law 
report series published in Quebec. The 
collection also includes a good selection of 
French language books covering such 


subjects as law, politics, public 


finance, the environment, and social issues. 


The Library collects both general 
dictionaries and _ specialized glossaries 
published by agencies such as the federal 
Translation Bureau of the Secretary of 
State, the Québec Office de la langue 
francaise, and various agencies of the 
Ontario government. Examples include 
the English-French Administrative Index 
of the Government of Ontario; Ontario 
English-French Legal Lexicon; Lexique: 
Journal des débats; and Glossary: 
Parliamentary Proceedings. 


Access to many French-language 
periodical articles is provided through the 
Library's subscriptions to Point de repére: 
Index analytique d'articles de périodiques 
québécois et étrangers and Index de 
L'Actualité vue a travers la presse écrite. 
The Library's French language newspaper 
collection, which already includes Le Droit 
(Ottawa), Le Devoir (Montréal), Le Soleil 
(Québec) and several Ontario weeklies, is 
being broadened to _ include _ several 
additional regional Ontario weekly 


newspapers. 


Publications in the series Current Issue 
Papers and Research Reviews, prepared by 
the Legislative Research Service staff, are 
made available in French to MPPs on 


request. Some of the Library's reference 


and research staff are able to receive and 
answer inquiries in French, Currently the 
Library is examining ways of augmenting 
the level of French language competency 
among staff, particularly with respect to 
those who have direct contact with the 


Library's users. 


In terms of its own publications, the main 
information brochure of the _ Library, 
Services to the Legislature, as well as a 
new Legislative Research Service 
pamphlet, Services to Members and 
Committees, are both available in French. 
In addition, the Library's Checklist and 
Catalogue Service compiles and edits the 
Monthly Checklist/Liste mensuelle and 
Annual Catalogue/Catalogue annuel of 
Ontario government publications. These 
bilingual lists, which are distributed 
automatically to all Members, provide 
order information for recently issued titles 
and serve as important bibliographic 
tools. Descriptions and subject indexing of 
French language documents are provided 


in French. 


Memo to Members/Le_ Bloc-notes du 
député, the Library's newsletter, has been 
issued in a bilingual format since January 
1987 and, beginning with the 1986/87 fiscal 
year, the Annual Report of the Executive 
Director is to be available in French as 
well as English. Plans are already under 
way to make other publications of the 


Library available in either a bilingual or 
French language format. 


Plan for Information Systems 


The Legislative Library, along with other 
divisions of the Office of the Assembly, 
participated actively in the development 
of a global strategic plan for information 
systems. The study, authorized by the 
Board of Internal Economy and 
coordinated by The Coopers & Lybrand 
Consulting Group, was conducted in two 
phases and included the Members' Queen's 
Park and constituency offices, the caucus 
offices and the offices and divisions of the 
Office of the Assembly. The objectives 


for the various working groups were: 


to address satisfactorily both unique and 
common requirements in a _ three- to 


five-year planning time frame; 


to focus on the sharing of resources 


available or planned for the Assembly; 


to minimize, wherever possible, the 
number of different system architectures 


in use; 


. to maintain technically open solutions in 


terms of connectivity and data sharing; 


to maximize the potential for 
interrelationships among computer 


systems; and 


to maximize the ease of use of computer 


systems. 


The working group which prepared the 
Legislative Library's submission to the 
consultants consisted of Pamela Stoksik, 
Head of Technical Services and Systems; 
Philip Oxley, Acting Systems Librarian; 
Mary _ Dickerson, Deputy Executive 
Director and Head of Information and 
Reference Services; Wyley Powell, 
Executive Assistant to the Executive 
Director; and Brian Land, Executive 


Director. 


The Legislative Library has had a 
substantial commitment to computerized 
systems for a number of years. At 
present, the Library operates four 
separate systems and plans to _ begin 
implementation of a fifth in 1987/88. Of 
the five systems, two address 
library-specific applications, namely the 
Geac Library System and the IBM PC for 
commercial database searching. Two 
systems, the Wang VS and the IBM PC 
network, address the office automation 
requirements of the Library. The fifth 
system, an IBM PC, will address the 
Library's day-to-day requirements for 
up-to-the-minute budgeting and financial 
commitment information. Each of these 
systems was fully described in the working 


group's submission to the consultants. 


On 2 March 1987, the Board of Internal 


Economy endorsed the report of the 
consultants and approved the creation of 
the Legislative Information Systems 
Steering Committee to act as the principal 
advisory body to the Board on all matters 
related to information systems throughout 
the Assembly. The Steering Committee is 
made up of one voting representative 
appointed by each caucus and one voting 
representative appointed by the Office of 
the Assembly. The advisory members 
consist of one external representative 
chosen from outside the Assembly and the 
Director of Information Services. At its 
first meeting on 26 March 1987, the 
Steering Committee elected the Executive 
Director of the Legislative Library as its 
Chairman. The first function of the 
Steering Committee is to carry out the 
Board's instructions to prepare a systems 
development plan and budget for the 
Office of the Assembly and the three 
caucus offices for the 1987/88 fiscal year. 


Space Planning 


In March 1987, the Office of the Assembly 
hired two consulting firms, Intercede 
Facility Management Limited and Price 
Waterhouse Management Consultants, to 
conduct a major space study of the 
Legislative Building and the Whitney 
Block. The purpose of this study was to 
assess the space requirements of the 
occupants of these facilities and to 


recommend solutions to meet 


immediate and long-term requirements. 
The Legislative Library, like other 
participants in the study, completed a 
detailed questionnaire which was 
supplemented by interviews with the 
consultants in order to acquaint them with 


the Library's needs. 


The Library is currently housed in four 
buildings: the North Wing of the 
Legislative Building, which houses the 
Office of the Executive Director (fourth 
floor), the Collections Development 
section (third floor), and the Information 
and Reference Services branch (third 
floor); the Whitney Block (second floor), 
which houses the Legislative Research 
Service; 180 Bloor Street West (fifth 
floor), where the Technical Services and 
Systems branch and the Checklist and 
Catalogue Service are located; and 700 
Bay Street (fourteenth floor), where the 
Press Clipping Service is accommodated. 
This dispersal of facilities makes 
face-to-face communication, daily 
working relationships and 
interdepartmental activities more difficult 
since managers and other staff of branches 
and sections located outside the 
Legislative Building frequently must leave 
their own buildings to perform work 
assignments and to attend staff meetings. 
In addition, it necessitates extra handling 
of all incoming books, periodicals and 
other materials. 


The planning study identified several space 


deficiencies in the Library. The major 
deficiencies are to be found in the largest 
branch, Information and _ Reference 
Services. This branch is the one with the 
greatest contact with Members, the 
caucuses and staff of the Assembly, who 
depend on it heavily for information, 
reference and circulation services. At the 
time this Annual Report was prepared, the 
space consultants had not yet made their 


report to the Speaker. 


New Budgetary Procedures 


In the fall of 1986, the Finance Branch of 
the Office of the Assembly instituted 
changes in the form and content of budget 
presentations prepared by each division for 
submission to the Board of Internal 
Economy. The budget estimates for 
1987/88 consist of the following 
components: activity description, current 
status and future’ outlook, funding 
proposals, staffing plans and accounting 
analysis. These changes were followed in 
the spring of 1987 by the introduction of a 
new system of budget codes designed to 
provide better control of, and access to, 
frequently required financial data. The 
new codes came into effect 1 April 1987. 


Survey of Use of the Library 


In January 1987, an internal survey was 
conducted by the Library to 


determine how many MPPs (either in 
person or through their assistants) had 
used one or more of three of its principal 
services -- information and reference 
service, the press clipping service and the 
research service —— during the nine-month 
period from 1 April to 31 December 1986. 
The results of the survey were reassuring 
to the Library staff. Briefly, the findings 


were as follows: 


All 125 MPPs had used one or more of 
the three principal Library services at 


least once during the period surveyed; 


75 MPPs (60 percent) had used all three 


services; 


. 37 MPPs (29.6) percent) had used two of 


the three services; 


13 MPPs (10.4 percent) had used one of 


the three services; 


124 MPPs (99.2 percent) had used 
information and reference services during 


the period surveyed; 


100 MPPs (80 percent) had used research 


services; and 


82 MPPs (65.6 percent) had used press 


clipping services. 


Other statistics of Library use may be 
found in the Appendices to this Annual 
Report. 


Information and Reference Services 


The Information and Reference Services 
branch responds’ to requests for 
information, provides current awareness 
services, and makes’ available books, 
periodicals and other materials to 
Members, caucus staff, staff of the Office 
of the Assembly and other Library 


clientele. 


Once again the year's statistics reflect the 
increasing demand for reference services. 
Reference inquiries rose by 7 percent, 
circulation of materials by 16.6 percent, 
and computer-based reference services by 
19.8 percent compared to last year. At 
the same time, there was a tremendous 
increase (69 percent) in the number of 
requests handled by the Reference 
Research Unit, which works’ almost 
exclusively on collecting information 
required by the Legislative Research 
Service to respond to requests from 
Members and committees. The pressure of 
the heavier workload for this Unit was 
further complicated by the move of the 
Legislative Research Service to _ the 
Whitney Block which resulted in increased 
dependence on the Reference Research 
Unit staff to select and dispatch material 
to research officers. As well, there was a 
noticeable upward trend in the number of 
legal research questions which involved 
complex, exacting, and time-consuming 


literature searches. 


The number of requests for photocopies of 
articles cited in the current awareness 
publications, Periodical Contents and 
Periodical 
dramatically by 63.6 percent and 42 


Selections, increased 
percent respectively. Automation Alert, a 
new current awareness publication 
introduced in late March 1986, has already 
become a _ popular. service with 82 
subscribers, and attracted a volume of 
requests for photocopies comparable to 
that of Periodical Selections. 


With the implementation of the electronic 
recording of the proceedings of the House 
and committees in October 1986, the 
Library began receiving the "Electronic 
Hansard" videotapes on a daily basis. By 3] 
March 1987, 821 videotapes had been 
received and shelved. Information and 
Reference staff have been working closely 
with staff of the Broadcast and Recording 
Service of the Information Services Branch 
of the Office of the Assembly to ensure 
that the Library has the appropriate 
equipment and that MPPs and Assembly 
staff have access to the tapes for 
viewing. The Library has agreed to store 
the master videotapes on a short-term 
basis until the Broadcast and Recording 
Service acquires appropriate storage 
facilities.

commercial cable service was rendered 
inoperative resulting in substantial 
curtailment of the Library's audiovisual 
program. In spite of these problems, 
requests for viewing of audiovisual 
materials was up 20 percent over 1985/86 


and equipment loans were up by 34 percent. 


The Serials Unit prepared the Library's 
submission to the Union List of Serials 
scheduled to be published in June 1987 by 
the Ontario Government Libraries 
Council. Although time-consuming to 
prepare, it is expected that this computer- 
generated list will facilitate regular 
updating and interlibrary lending among 


Ontario government libraries. 


Two new commercial database services of 
particular value to the Legislative Library 
were added to the existing services. 
Canadian Periodical Index, available 
through Info Globe, was added in January 
1987. The Toronto Star became available 
online through the National News Service 
and is a welcome addition to the list of 
Canadian newspapers accessible online. 
Its database dates back to 1 April 1985. 


In May 1986, the Library joined a user 
consortium coordinated by the Ontario 
Library Account Management (OLAM) 
Service of the Ontario Centre for 
Microelectronics, Ottawa, in order to take 
advantage of a discount on online searches 


on the Dialog database system. 


A Datapoint workstation and a laser 
printer were installed at the Circulation 
Desk in May 1986 to allow electronic 
messages between the Library and 
Members' offices. Although not used 
extensively to date, it is expected that 
usage will increase as staff in the Library 
and Legislative Assembly become more 


familiar with this mode of communication. 


The Head of Information and Reference 
Services participated actively in the 
development of the _ Library's global 
strategic plan for information systems 
which was integrated into the 
Assembly—wide plan. Other members of 
the reference staff continued to take an 
active part in the intralibrary Binding, 
Catalogue Liaison and Law Selection 
committees and to assist Collections 
Development staff in decisions relating to 
the publications received as gifts by the 
Library. 


Overcrowding of staff office and work 
space reached critical dimensions in 
1986/87. Although temporary solutions 
have been implemented, it is important 
that the Legislative Assembly's 
space-planning survey, which began in late 
March 1987, address both the short- and 
longer-term requirements for 


accommodating Library staff.

Press Clipping Service 


The Press Clipping Service provides news 
clippings from 20 Ontario newspapers on 
195 topics of interest to Members of the 
Legislature, their staff, caucus 
researchers and senior staff of the Office 
of the Assembly. A list of newspapers 
monitored and clipped appears in Appendix 


M. 


The Service provided clippings to a total 
of 203 during 1986/87 and 
maintained a monthly average of 172 


individuals 
clients throughout the year. More than 
two million clippings were distributed, an 


increase of 20 percent over 1985/86. 


In response to a need expressed by the 


three party caucuses for a same-day, 
early-morning clipping service covering 
the three Toronto daily newspapers, the 
Press Clipping Service introduced Toronto 
Press Today on a pilot basis when the

Legislative Research Service 


The Legislative Research Service provides 


research assistance to individual MPPs on 
request, to committees of the House at 


the request of their chairmen, and to 
senior officials of the Legislative 
Assembly. In accordance’ with its 
objectives, the Service also prepares

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papers for conference attendees. In 1986, 
several papers were prepared for those 
attending the Commonwealth 
Parliamentary Association conference in 
Toronto in June and the Conference of 


L'Association internationale des 
parlementaires de langue frangaise, held in 
Toronto in September. 

As of 31 March 1987, there were 16 
research officers (15 complement and one 


contract), with subject specialties which 


included law, political science, public 
administration, economics, environmental 
studies, urban planning, history and 


sociology. Full use is made of the subject 
expertise of staff, who also function as 
generalists when required. During the 2nd 
Session of the 33rd Parliament, the type, 
range and complexity of issues varied 
greatly. The number of research requests 
received was 1,002, of which 496 or 49.5 
percent were from individual members; 
436 or 43.5 percent from committees; 44 
or 4.4 percent from senior officials of the

The assignment of 
additional research officers to a 
committee may occur when their subject 
expertise is particularly relevant, when 
emergencies arise or when the workload so 
requires.

In 1986/87, four Current Issue Papers and 
one Research Review were translated into

Because of the demand for office 
accommodation created by the addition of 
new staff for Members and the party 
caucuses, the Legislative Research Service 
was moved from the North Wing of the 
Legislative Building to the second floor of 
the Whitney Block. The move took place 
in two stages: in June 1986, eight 
research officers moved, followed in 
September by the remainder of the staff. 
An Open House was held in October 1986 
to provide an opportunity for Members, 
their research assistants and legislative 
assistants, and senior officials of the 
Legislative Assembly to inspect the new 
quarters and talk with staff. 


The Legislative Research Service uses a 
Wang office automation system for word 
processing. Longer-range plans provide 
for additional word processors to enable 
research officers to do their own 
composition and inputting. As soon as 
possible, the Service will be making 
arrangements to permit online 
communication with Datapoint terminals 
in MPPs' offices. In addition, the 
Legislative Research Service has a Geac 
terminal which provides access to the 


Library's online catalogue. 
Collections Development 
The Collections Development section is 


responsible for the selection and preser- 


vation of books, government publications, 


reports, serials and other materials needed 
to meet the needs of the Library's 
clientele. Besides developing and revising 
selection and retention policies, 


Collections Development librarians 
systematically withdraw materials no 
longer required, choose from publications 
donated to the Library and compile and 
edit Selected New Titles, a monthly list of 


new acquisitions. 


The number of titles searched in 1986/87 
was 25 percent higher than the previous 
year, a reflection of the increased demand 
on the reference and research services of 
the Library. Many of the new acquisitions 
dealt with issues debated in the 
Legislative Assembly such as pension and 
nursing home reform, equal pay for work 
of equal value, the regulation of the 
securities industry, the environment, and 
occupational health and safety. Other 
acquisitions included materials on topics 
such as Ontario's interest in Canadian- 
American efforts to reach a new trade 
agreement and the overhaul of the 
Canadian tax system. The collection of 
materials in the French language contin- 
ued its steady growth. Legal reference 
works from Quebec were added to enhance 
an understanding of the law of that 
province, and several French language 
monographs on social issues and politics 


were acquired. 


A significant addition to the videotape

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Historical Note 


The Ontario Legislative Library is the lineal descendant of the parliamentary 
libraries of Upper Canada (1792-1841) and of the United Province of Canada 
(1841-1867). Since Confederation, it has been administered successively by the 
Speaker (1867-1921), by the Minister of Education (1921-1964), by the 
Provincial Secretary (1964-1972), and by the Minister of Government Services 
(1972-1976). On 1 April 1976, the Legislative Library became a division of the 
Office of the Assembly under the authority of the Speaker. On 1 September 
1978, a Director of the Legislative Library was appointed; on 3 September 
1985, the title was changed to Executive Director by authority of the Speaker. 


The Goal of the Library 


The goal of the Legislative Library is to provide information, reference and 
research services to meet the needs of the Members of the Legislative 
Assembly, their staff and senior officers of the Assembly. The Library strives 
to achieve this goal by selecting, acquiring, cataloguing and servicing the 
appropriate books, periodicals, newspapers, government publications, reports, 
microforms, press clippings and other materials, and by accessing relevant 
computer databases in order to provide the information necessary for Members 
to carry out their legislative responsibilities in the most effective and efficient 
manner.

The Library's publication program saw a 
dramatic increase in the number of items 
made available in a French or bilingual 
format.

Albert Nigro, a Research Officer in the 
Legislative Research Service, was one of 
three Canadians selected to take part in 
an advanced-level international seminar 
held in Bordeaux from 22 June to 17 July 
1987. Entitled "Organisation et gestion de 
l'information documentaire au service des 
parlementaires," the seminar was jointly 
sponsored by the Agence de coopération 


culturelle et technique (ACCT), the Ecole 


internationale de Bordeaux and_ the 
Association internationale des 
parlementaires de langue francaise 
(AIPLF). 


Wyley Powell, Executive Assistant to the 
Executive Director, continued in his role 
as Coordinator of French Language 
Services for the Legislative Library. In 
this capacity, he attended meetings of the 
French Language Services Committee of 
the Legislative Assembly and coordinated 
the Library's responses to an extensive 
questionnaire on the implementation of 
these services. As a special service to 
Library staff, he also produced a bilingual 
glossary of terms likely to be useful in the 


context of the Legislative Assembly. 


Information Systems 


The year under review saw _ several 
developments in the Library's 
computerized systems: the existing 


systems were expanded and a new one was 
installed in the Library Accounts Office. 
In the spring of 1987, an IBM PC XT was 
acquired to enable 
Clerks to 


the two Accounts 
perform automatic 
commitment/disbursement accounting 
using Lotus 1-2-3. Staff received training 
in the use of DOS and Lotus and have 
gradually replaced the manual system with 
the automated one. Towards the end of 
the fiscal year, a Compaq Deskpro 286 
microcomputer was purchased so that both 
Account Clerks would have their own 
terminal, thereby improving efficiency. A 
switchbox has been ordered to allow the 


two computers to share a single printer. 


The Wang VS System, used for office 


automation, continued to expand within 
the Library. The Executive Director's 
Office purchased a Wang PC and laser 
printer; the Legislative Research Service 
acquired three additional Wang work-— 
stations and leased two laser printers; and 
Collections Development and Information 
and Reference Services each received a 
workstation from the surplus equipment 
arising from the transfer of certain 
Legislative Assembly Wang users to the 
Datapoint System. In September 1987, the 
position of Wang System Administrator 
was transferred from the Library to the 


Information Systems Office.

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Historical Note 


The Ontario Legislative Library is the lineal descendant of the parliamentary 
libraries of Upper Canada (1792-1841) and of the United Province of Canada 
(1841-1867). Since Confederation, it has been administered successively by the 
Speaker (1867-1921), by the Minister of Education (1921-1964), by the 
Provincial Secretary (1964-1972), and by the Minister of Government Services 
(1972-1976). On 1 April 1976, the Legislative Library became a division of the 
Office of the Assembly under the authority of the Speaker. On 1 September 
1978, a Director of the Legislative Library was appointed; on 3 September 


1985, the title was changed to Executive Director by authority of the Speaker. 


The Goal of the Library 


The goal of the Legislative Library is to provide information, reference and 
research services to meet the needs of the Members of the Legislative 
Assembly, their staff and senior officers of the Assembly. The Library strives 
to achieve this goal by selecting, acquiring, cataloguing and servicing the 
appropriate books, periodicals, newspapers, government publications, reports, 
microforms, press clippings and other materials, and by accessing relevant 
computer databases in order to provide the information necessary for Members 
to carry out their legislative responsibilities in the most effective and efficient

Use of Library Services 


At the end of March 1989, the Legislative 
Library carried out a check to determine 
how many Members had used, either in 
person or through their assistants, one or 
more of its three principal services -—- 
information and reference service, the 
press clipping service and the research 
service —- during the 1988/89 fiscal year. 
The results of the check were reassuring 
to the Library staff. Briefly, the findings 


were as follows: 


@ 129 Members (99.2 percent) had used 
one or more of the three principal 
Library services at least once during 


the period surveyed; 


e 81 Members (62.3 percent) had used all 


three services; 


@ 36 Members (27.7 percent) had used 


two of the three services;

During the lst 
Session of the 34th Parliament, the type, 
range and complexity of issues has varied 
greatly. In recent years, there has been a 
greater tendency for Members to request 
comprehensive and often lengthy analyses 
of extremely complex issues. Also, there 
has been remarkable growth in the number 
of research requests done on behalf of 
committees, trend which

The number of research requests received 


during the year was 1,836, an increase of 
109.4 percent over 1987/88. Some 1,344 
or 73.2 percent of these requests were 
from committees, 435 or 23.7 percent 
were from individual Members, 38 or 2.1 
percent were from senior officials of the 
Legislative Assembly and 19 or 1 percent 


were from other sources. 


Research officers assigned to committees 
prepare background papers, gather and 


analyze information, present oral 
briefings, prepare summaries and analyses 
of briefs and testimony received and 
normally draft reports on the findings and 
recommendations of the committee. 
During 1988/89, research officers provided 
support on a continuing or ad hoc basis to

A research officer assigned to 
a committee attends all its meetings and 
keeps other assigned research officers 
informed about all issues to enable them 
to attend in case of an emergency or to 
assist at peak work periods.

In Information and Reference Services, 
five staff were enrolled in language 
training courses, either within’ the 
government or outside; in the Legislative 
Research Service, this number was also 
five. In addition, informal lunch—hour 
discussions were held weekly for most of 
the year as a means of making staff more 


at ease in French. 


Information Systems 


The Legislative Library has had a 


substantial commitment to computerized 


systems for a number of years. At 


present, the Library operates five separate 
systems. Of these, two address 
library-specific applications, namely the 
Geac Library System, which is used for 
online cataloguing, catalogue access, 
acquisitions and serials control, and IBM 
PCs, which are used for online commercial 
database searching. Two systems, the 
Wang VS and the IBM PC network, address 
the office automation requirements of the 
Library such as word processing and 
electronic mail. The fifth system, based 
on an IBM PC XT and a Compaq Deskpro 
286, is used for meeting the Library's 
day-to-day requirements for up—to-—the- 
minute budgeting and financial 
commitment information. In addition, the 
Library has two Datapoint terminals in 
order to communicate with the Members' 


system. 


Management Advisory Committee 


The Management Advisory Committee, 
established by the Board of Internal 
Economy in December 1987, held several 
meetings during the year.
